The  history  of  education  has  always  been  marked  by  periods  of  public  action, 
inaction  and  reaction.  After  a  decade  of  non-critical  and  abiding  acceptance  of  the 
status  quo,  there  emerged  in  1957  an  awareness  that  "something  has  to  be  done 
about  our  educational  system."  There  was  and  still  is  an  apparent  conviction  that 
our  very  national  survival  depends  upon  immediate  and  absolute  procedures  to 
solve  our  urgent  problems.  This  conviction  gave  rise  to  the  entry  of  "education" 
into  the  political  arena,  which  led  to  a  characteristic  oversimplification  and  to 
readily-promised  solutions  of  the  most  complex  and  unresolved  problems  in  our 
knowledge  of  human  development.  Much  of  the  publicized  controversy  is  little 
more  than  the  engagement  of  passion  and  prejudice.  Such  contests  leave  the 
citizenry  ill-equipped  to  exercise  rational  judgment,  and  ill-informed  to  make  the 
important  educational  decisions  in  a  democratic  society. 

We  do  not  pretend  that  this  series  represents  a  definitive  statement  about  edu- 
cation. Each  of  the  topics  dealt  with  represents  a  lifetime  endeavor  for  scholars 
and  educators.  Rather,  we  hope  to  cut  through  the  political  debate,  the  tendentious 
statements  which  fill  editorial  columns  and  magazine  pages,  and  to  present  infor- 
mation for  parents  and  citizens  concerned  with  the  education  of  their  children 
which  will  foster  objective  investigation,  inquiry,  discussion  and  reason. 

For  a  theme,  we  chose  "SCHOOLS  UNDER  PRESSURE"  -  pressure  to  return  to 
instructional  methods  of  the  past,  to  develop  radical  new  methods,  to  instill  certain 
sets  of  political  ideals,  to  liberate  men  capable  of  creating  new  ideals.  To  set  the 
stage,  as  it  were,  we  listened  to  a  group  of  parents  who  discussed  and  raised  some 
of  the  questions  for  which  we  hope  some  of  the  answers  will  be  forthcoming  as 
the  series  progresses.  The  series  of  fifteen  programs  produced  by  Seymour  P.  Stein, 
psychologist  and  Michael  E.  Tigar,  formerly  of  KPFK's  public  affairs  department, 
opens  with  the  parents  and  closes  with  an  addendum  with  the  children.  Between 
are  the  educators,  teachers,  school  principals  and  directors,  guidance  counselors, 
administrators,  superintendents  and  educational  consultants.  Among  the  topics 
considered  are  the  elements  of  a  philosophy  of  any  education,  curriculum,  reading, 
evaluation  and  testing,  counseling,  the  non-graded  school,  cultural  deprivation  and 
administration.
